WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the Year, 1943. 


The rainfall in Western Australia in 1943 may be regarded as fairly satisfactory, as the major- 
ity of the State’s statistical districts received more than the normal yearly rainfall. These favoured 
regions included the greater portion of the agricultural districts ; the south-eastern division sections 
between the coast and the vicinity of the Trans-Australian railway line ; together with the terri- 
tory extending from Bullfinch and Davyhurst to Yalgoo; most of the Fortescue, DeGrey and 
West Kimberley Divisions ; the northern half of the West Gascoyne, and the adjoining section 
of the East Gascoyne Division. 


In the various districts as a whole the rainfall surpluses averaged as follows :—

Beyond the south-western divisions the largest total south from the Tropic was 3600 points 
at Esperance. 3242 points at Derby was the principal rainfall in the Tropics. 


Less than the normal year’s rainfall was reported from the undermentioned divisions (the 
amount of the respective rainfall shortages being stated in parentheses) :—

Rainfall was also markedly deficient in the South-Eastern Division section northwards from a 
line joining Davyhurst, Kalgoorlie, and Bulong, and moderate to substantial shortages were 
recorded in a considerable portion of the north coastal agricultural division, chiefly between 
Ajana and Perenjori and in sections including Coorow and Watheroo. 


An abnormally dry year was experienced in portions of the Central East Gascoyne, particu- 
larly near Peak Hill and Three Rivers, where the year’s total rainfall was only 293 points and 329 
points respectively. Other unusually low totals were Meekatharra 444 points, Boolardy 465 points, 
Nannine 468 points, Morgans 471 points and Doyle’s Well 495 points. 


The year’s highest temperature registration was 117 degrees at Marble Bar on 11th January, 
and at Roebourne on 26th December, and the lowest reading was 23 degrees at Mundiwindi on 


22nd July. 
In Perth the lowest temperature recorded was 35-6 degrees on 24th July, and the highest read- 
ing was 100-7 degrees on 28th December. 


Perth mean maximum temperature (73-3 degrees) was 0-1 degrees below normal ; and the 
mean minimum temperature (54-5 degrees) was 0-9 degrees below normal. 


Perth’s rainfall for the year amounted to 3146 points (328 points below normal) and the 
total number of hours of sunshine in the city during the year, 2823-8 hours, was nine hours 


below normal.

The following is a summary of the principal features of the year’s weather, month by month :— 


January.—A cyclone moved from Shark Bay (January 29th) to Geraldton, and thence to the 
Western Bight (January 31st), caused unseasonable rains in the south-western divisions and inter- 
rupted telegraphic communications with the East. 


Perth (78 points) experienced the wettest January since 1928, and the principal falls else- 
where included 191 points at Miling, 235 points at Ongerup, 226 points at Nyabing, 207 points 
at Gnowangerup, and 205 points at Badgebup. 


Except in the DeGrey (which received about double the normal January rainfall), the re- 
mainder of the State experienced a considerable rainfall shortage in January. 


February.—Rainfall was above normal fairly generally. Roebourne’s total rainfall was 1278 
points, and Cue received 392 points in one day. Rain was heavy to very heavy also in the northern 
and eastern wheatbelt and from Norseman to the coast. 


Two tropical cyclones operated, and the second of these caused torrential rain with gales 
and severe damage in the Carnarvon district on February 27th and 28th, the banana plantations 
especially suffering severely. The flooding on the Gascoyne River at Carnarvon was phenomenal. 
At Manbury station 1,315 points were recorded. At Minilya station the barometer fell to 28-85”, 
and the accompanying storm conditions caused considerable damage. The month’s temperatures 
were mostly below normal. 


March.—Rainfall was again above normal fairly generally. A tropical storm operated in the 
North-West, and Derby and Broome recorded rainfall totals of 1,294 points and 1,127 points 
respectively. 


Another severe storm traversed. the south-west of the State and caused severe damage near 
York and Northam. 


In Perth on March 15th, the wind reached 64 m.p.h. and the barometer fell to 29-328”—the 
lowest ever recorded in March. 


April.—Rainfall was again mostly above normal but shortages occurred in the Gascoyne, 
most of the Fortescue and in parts of the Kimberleys. 


The wheat-growing season opened satisfactorily with adequate rains. 


Pithara experienced a phenomenal windstorm with hail and rain and considerable damage 
resulted. 


May.—Rainfall suddenly weakened and the May rains were below normal in all divisions 
except the West Gascoyne and parts of the North Central agricultural district, but timely rains 
occurred in the agricultural areas in the last week. 


Temperatures were mostly below normal. Perth’s minimum reading of 41-5 degrees on 10th, 
was the lowest May temperature since 1936. 


June.—The agricultural rains were adequate except in northern parts of the North Coastal 
agricultural district, but were substantially below normal in almost all the pastoral areas except 
in some coastal sections from Onslow southwards and in the Yalgoo-Boolardy area. 
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July.—The rainfall was below normal over all divisions as a whole, but was substantial in the 
agricultural areas and heavy in places, including the Central and South Coasts. The outstanding 
feature of the month’s weather was the prevalence of unusually low temperatures. Widespread 
and severe frosts occurred south from the Tropic and on July 23rd Mundiwindi recorded the re- 
markably low temperature of 23-1 degrees. 


Falls of snow occurred on the Stirling Ranges on July 13th (light) and July 27th (heavy). 


Perth’s average minimum temperature (44-7 degrees) was the lowest on record. 


August.—Rainfall was deficient in all divisions but the deficits were only small to moderate 
in the agricultural areas, and most wheat-growing areas southwards from Mollerin recorded a surplus. 
The rains were very heavy near the Central Coast, and Pinjarra received 707 points. 


Between the rainstorm periods frosts were numerous and severe in the southern sections 
and on August 6th, temperature at Wandering fell to 29 degrees in the screen and to 22 degrees 
in the open. 


Fogs were unusually numerous in the south-western divisions. 


September.—The rains were above normal in most agricultural districts except in parts of the 
North Coast. 


Except in sections of the South-Eastern division rainfall in the pastoral areas was deficient 
and rainless conditions prevailed almost generally from the Gascoyne northwards. 


Severe storms occurred in the south-western divisions on 14th and 15th September, and rough 
to very rough seas prevailed off the coast. 


At Kelmscott on 15th September, during a severe electrical storm, a fireball exploded and caused 
damage to property. 


October.—Rainfall was markedly deficient in all divisions. 


A minor heat-wave affected the agricultural districts on October 27 and moved to the eastern 
sub-tropics on October 28th, but otherwise temperatures were mostly below normal. 


November.—The rainfall shortage continued in all divisions south from the Tropic and in 
the East Kimberley Division. 


Perth experienced a minor heat-wave from 9th to 12th November inclusive, and the minimum 
registration, 79-1 degrees on November 10th was the highest November minimum since 1940. 


A cool spell occurred early in the month and Donnybrook recorded an unseasonable frost. 


December.—The rainfall was again deficient over most of the State but surpluses were re- 
corded from Esperance and Balladonia to Coolgardie and Bulong. Temperatures were seasonable.
